Wildrose hit

for robocalls 


Penalty paid. CRTC 
says party broke the 
rules in 2011 and 
during and after the 
2012 provincial election 


The Opposition Wildrose 
Party says it has paid a 
$90,000 penalty imposed by 
federal regulators for violat¬ 
ing automated phone call 
rules. 

The Canadian Radio-tele- 
vision and Telecommunica¬ 
tions Commission says Wil¬ 
drose broke the rules in 2011 
and before, during and after 
the April 2012 provincial 
election. 

Wildrose party president 
David Yager says the com¬ 
pany that made the automat¬ 
ed calls assured the party that 
it was following the rules. 


He declined to name the 
company, but says the firm 
had made similar calls for 
other political parties. 

“We chose a vendor that 
had worked for other polit¬ 
ical parties, that had been 
around a lot longer than we 
have,” Yager said Thursday. 

“We felt that we were 
using a qualified vendor and 
that it really wasn’t our fault; 
what we learned is that it 
doesn’t really matter who the 
vendor is, ultimately it’s the 
sponsor that’s liable.” 

Wildrose co-operated fully 
with the commission and will 
follow the rules in the future. 
Yager said. 

Federal regulations stipu¬ 
late that automated phone 
calls must include the name 
of the party sponsoring the 
call, as well as an address and 
contact telephone number. 

“We’ve been open and 


transparent, we’ve co-oper¬ 
ated fully, we’re taking our 
lumps,” Yager said. “I’d just 
like to say that this is a regret¬ 
table event for our party, our 
members and our supporters. 

“It’s not going to happen 
again.” 

The CRTC told the party in 
April that it was being inves¬ 
tigated. 

Yager said he hoped the 
CRTC expands its investiga¬ 
tion to look at other Alberta 
political parties. 

“None of the calls we 
made were compliant. None 
of the calls I’ve ever received 
are compliant and I’m not 
sure that any call ever made 
by a political party in Can¬ 
ada is compliant, and all 
we’ve asked the CRTC is to 
apply these regulations even- 
handedly to other political 
organizations.”

Groups fight for suspended program 


A group of 14 organizations 
are hoping pubhc pressure and 
a pledge of financial support 
will be enough to get the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta to overturn 
its suspension of a new French- 
language business program. 

Low enrollment forced 
the new business administra¬ 
tion program — scheduled to 
begin this fall at the Centre 
collegiate de TAlberta — to be 
put on hold. 

The organizations hope 


that by recruiting 15 students 
or more to apply for the pro¬ 
gram, it will demonstrate 
that it is, in fact, sought out 
and therefore needed. 

“Alberta students merit the 
opportunity to now continue 
pursuing their career aspira¬ 
tions in a French or bilingual 
environment,” said Michael 
Tiyon, executive director of 
Canadian Parents for French. 

The organizations are 
using crowd-funded dona¬ 


tions to finance 15 full schol¬ 
arships for students who 
apply and qualify for the pro¬ 
gram. These scholarships will 
cost a total of $42,000. 

“We are hoping that we can 
go to the university with these 
apphcations and force them to 
reinstate the program by Sep¬ 
tember 2013,” said Marc Trem¬ 
blay, president and CEO of Le 
Conseil de developpement 
economique de TAlberta.

LED program saves 
more than just power 


Cost-cutting measure. 

Report says streetlight 
replacement should be 
accelerated four-fold

Converting all of Edmonton’s 
streetlights to LED fixtures 
would save $50 million over 
the next 20 years, according 
to a new city report. 

The report, going to city 
council’s transportation 
committee next week, rec¬ 
ommends a dramatic accel¬ 
eration of an already existing 
program, which would see 
all lights changed within 
four to five years instead of 
the next 20. 

Bob Boutilier, the city’s 
general manager of transpor¬ 
tation, said the city will save 
30 per cent on its energy bill 
with the LED lights. 

“When it’s that good, you

think there has to be some¬ 
thing wrong,” he said. 

In total, a complete re¬ 
placement would cost $60 
million, but the city believes 
that reduced energy costs 
would cover that money, plus 
save the city an additional 
$50 million. 

Coun. Don Iveson said the 
savings go beyond power con¬ 
sumption. 

“We knew there would be 
significant savings in terms 
of electricity, but how many 
guys does it take to change an 
LED? None, because you don’t 
have to change them.” 

Iveson said the change 
also put the city much further 
along in meeting its green¬ 
house gas reductions targets.

A pothole fix for 
the long road ahead 


Steady funding. Plan 
aims to put $65 million 
yearly into maintenance

Getting Edmonton’s roads in 
better shape will require a 
$65-million annual boost, ac¬ 
cording to a report going to 
city councillors next week. 

The suggested funding is a 
response to councillors who 


have asked city administra¬ 
tion for a long-term fix to 
help prevent pothole-plagued 
streets like the ones Edmon¬ 
ton saw this year. 

The proposed $65-million 
budget would provide basic 
maintenance, grinding and 
repaving work and, in some 
cases, complete rebuilds for 
the city’s main roads. 

While most roads can be 
kept in good condition with 
maintenance, the city believes 
stretches of 50th Street and 
part of Stony Plain Road, along 
with several others, need to be 
fully rebuilt. 


Pits patched 


320K 

The city has filled 320,000 potholes so far 
in 2013, while the average is 425,000 in 
a full year. 


General manager of trans¬ 
portation Bob Boutilier said 
the plan is modelled after the 
Neighbourhood Renewal Pro¬ 
gram, which has had several 
years of dedicated funding. 

“The lesson learned from 
the Neighbourhood Renewal 


is don’t wait, put your plan 
together so you can actually 
fix the problem before it 
breaks,” Boutilier said Thurs¬ 
day. 

He added that a consistent 
program attracts better prices 
because contractors know the 
work will be long term. 

Gouncillors would have 
to identify where the fund¬ 
ing would come from during 
the budget process, but Goun. 
Don Iveson said it’s clear the 
work is needed. 

“It is going to be tough to 
find, but it’s what we need to 
put into our roads.”

While Mayor Stephen Man- 
del said he didn’t retire this 
week because the arena deal 
was completed, he believes it 
would have been near impos¬ 
sible to get it done after mak¬ 
ing his announcement. 

In an exclusive interview 
with Metro on Thursday, Man- 
del said he pushed hard to get 
the deal done in advance be¬ 
cause he knew it would likely 
be delayed otherwise. 

“1 said, ‘Look you guys, we 
need to get this done. 1 am 
going to make my announce¬ 
ment, and once we make my 
announcement it’s going to 
make this more difficult,’” he 
said. 

Mandel said closing the 
arena deal over the last 
month was not an insur¬ 
mountable task and, ultim¬ 
ately, he thought it would get 
completed. 

“We weren’t very far away. 
On a $600-million project, 
we were $55-million bucks 
away,” he said. “This was too 
close to go away. 



“1 think a delay might 
have created a bigger prob¬ 
lem than one would think.” 

Even if he had chosen to 
run, Mandel said getting the 
deal completed in the midst 
of an election season would 
have been challenging. 

“It wouldn’t have mat¬ 
tered if I had decided to run 
or not, it would have become 


a political issue.” 

After going to the Capital 
Region Board for their sup¬ 
port, Mandel was able ap¬ 
proach the Katz Group to get 
them to help fill the gap. 

“We contacted the Katz 
Group and said, ‘You have to 
put up some money.’ It was 
as simple as that,” he said. “It 
wasn’t complicated.”

Recent 
fatalities. 
Cops plead 
for careful 
driving 

As traffic fatalities have more 
than doubled in the last three 
weeks, Edmonton police are 
pleading with the pubEc to 
drive with more care and 
attention. 

Since the end of April, 
there have been seven traffic- 
related deaths, bringing the 
total for the year to 12. The 
recent uptick has poEce fear¬ 
ing that their message isn’t 
being heard. 

“Edmontonians need to 
embrace these messages and 
take responsibiEty for their 
actions on the roads,” Sgt. Gaiy 
Lamont of the major colEsion 
unit said Thursday. 

When asked how this year’s 
statistics are different from 
previous years, he said, “It’s 
not. Eveiy year, we seem to be 
going back to the same thing, 
going back to the same well.” 

There were more than 300 
traffic-related deaths in Alberta 
last year, yet people only seem 
to care about the number of 
homicides, Lamont said. 

“It’s fhistrating when I see 
the same things happen over 
and over again.” 

Traffic injiuies and deaths 
hit close to home for Lamont, 
who has a 17-year-old son on 
the roads. 

“It’s not just the victims 
— it’s the famiEes, it’s the 
coworkers, it’s the friends,” 
he said. “We all got kids too, 
right? It’s tough.”

When Stephen Mandel stood 
before the press microphones 
to make his first of three 
mayoral victory speeches, 
he wore a black suit so big 
around his shoulders and 
arms it looked hke a zoot suit. 
But with each subsequent 
speech and council meeting 
and, at Tuesday’s retirement 
aimouncement, the suits got 
more styhsh and well-tailored, 
and the ties spiflBer. 

In those nine years Edmon¬ 
ton, too, has become more 
chic, thanks to his vision for a 
grown-up city done with fire- 
sale-price infrastructure and 
architecture — the “crap” he 
so boldly condemned in his 
first year of office.

He reiterated this Tuesday: 
“There is not a single thing that 
could have been accomphshed 
without deeply understand¬ 
ing the path that Edmonton 
wanted us to pursue from be¬ 
ing more of a capital city again, 
to building a stronger urban 
foundation, to no more crap.” 

In the seven years that I’ve 
called Edmonton home. I’ve 
watched, at times impressed, 
as he pushed for better rapid 
transit, for the airport lands 
to make way for a sustainable 
neighbourhood, for the grand 
design of the Art Galleiy of Al¬ 
berta and for the museum and 
arena to relocate next to the 
rest of the city’s nice china. 

To some, the debt this vi¬ 
sion helped rack up (nearly $3 
billion, up from $400 milhon 
when he started) was baffling 
at best and dangerous at worse. 
But he so assertively defended 
it and in the process turned 


saying “world class” into a 
drinking game. 

But when the booze wears 
off and we take a sober look 
at Edmonton, it’s hard not to 
see a second Stephen Mandel, 
the less cosmopohtan mayor 
who also left urban sprawl un¬ 
checked. 

For every new LRT sta¬ 
tion, how many strip malls 
emerged? For eveiy crane in 
the quarters, how many inner- 
city schools closed? For eveiy 
infill project, how many more 
sparsely populated neighbour¬ 
hoods? 

In the same month last 
March, one Stephen Man- 
del championed building an 
arena to resurrect dovmtovm 
and splitting mature neigh¬ 
bourhood lots to allow more 
density. Meanwhile, the other 
Stephen Mandel supported de¬ 
veloping 200 more hectares of 
fertile farmland and annexing 


15,000 hectares of Leduc Coun¬ 
try for, presumably, more of 
the crap he condemned. 

The mayor has always 
maintained that the city can 
be both: A spacious fast-growth 
suburbia and a denser sustain¬ 
able city. But the two are in¬ 
extricably coimected and the 
further Edmontonians live 
from the core, the weaker it 
becomes. 

On top of the debt we’ve 
racked up on visionaiy pro¬ 
jects, the long-term costs of 
feeding the rotund ’burbs 
more infrastructure will make 
realizing Edmonton’s “world- 
classity” much harder. Though 
Mayor Mandel will go dovm as 
one of the most bold and cour¬ 
ageous this city has seen, the 
next mayor has the opportun¬ 
ity to go even further.

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Senate gives expense 
documents to Mounties 



Claim scandal. Debate 
continues to rage over 
report as Sen. Duffy 
shrugs off suggestions 
he should resign 


The Senate has turned over 
documents to the Mounties to 
help their investigation into im¬ 
proper expense claims. 

Senate Speaker Noel Kinsel- 
la says the RCMP’s sensitive and 
international investigations 
unit is examining the claims of 
senators Mike Duffy, Mac Harb 
and Patrick Brazeau. 

The police asked for docu¬ 
ments related to the Senate’s 
travel and expenses policies. 

A debate is still raging over 
whether Conservatives on a 
committee reviewing Duffy’s 
expenses whitewashed their 
report into the matter. The con¬ 
troversy grew Thursday as the 
Conservative in charge of the 
probe admitted he got advice 
from Stephen Harper’s team. 

Sen. David Tkachuk, one of 
a three-member special sub¬ 
committee studying Duffy’s 
housing expenses, told Mac¬ 
lean’s magazine that he spoke 
to people in Harper’s ofiice — 
including former chief of staff 
Nigel Wright — about the issue. 

Duffy spoke out Thursday 
for the first time since the 
scandal erupted last week, in¬ 
sisting that he looks forward to 
a complete airing of all the facts 
and dismissing suggestions he 
should resign his Senate seat. 

The former broadcaster ht- 
erally blew out air in apparent 
exasperation when asked if he 
felt he should resign, instead 
saying that he’d be back at 
work in the Senate next week. 

“Why wouldn’t I?” Duffy 
asked reporters as he climbed 
into his vehicle on Parhament 
Hill in Ottawa. 


Meanwhile, Harper acknow¬ 
ledged for the first time Thurs¬ 
day that “perhaps” he could 
have responded more quickly 
to the news that his chief of 
staff had footed the $90,000 bill 
for Duffy’s expenses. 

Harper conceded that he 
could have accepted Wright’s 
resignation earlier than he ul¬ 
timately did — four days after 
Harper and the rest of Canada 
learned the stunning news 
about the personal cheque 
Wright wrote the senator. 

Harper has insisted that he 
was neither informed nor con¬ 
sulted about the arrangement, 
but until now, he has never 
explained why the Prime Min¬ 
ister’s Ofiice stood so staimchly 
by Wright in the days that im¬ 
mediately followed the stun¬ 
ning revelation. 

“He should have told me 
earher; that’s why I accepted 
his resignation,” Harper said. 


“Upon reflection, should I have 
reached that conclusion ear¬ 
her? Perhaps.” 

Harper made the comments 
at a news conference in Cali, 
Colombia, where he spent the 
day meeting with Latin Amer¬ 
ican leaders. 

He said he knows of no for¬ 
mal deal between Wright and 
Duffy beyond the terms that 
have aheady been made public. 

“It’s been veiy clear. Mr. 
Wright gave Mr. Duffy money 
so that what he felt was the 
right thing should be done, 
and Mr. Duffy should repay 
the money he owes taxpayers. 
Obviously Mr. Wright wiU be 
answering to the ethics com¬ 
missioner on the propriety of 
those actions.” 

Harper was also asked 
whether Duffy should resign 
his Senate seat. That’s up to the 
Senate, he said.

Ford theatre. Toronto 
mayor’s chief of staff 
gets shown the door 


The chief of staff to Toronto’s 
embattled Mayor Rob Ford was 
escorted by security from city 
hall Thursday as allegations 
the mayor had been caught on 
videotape smoking crack co¬ 
caine continued to swirl. 

Mark Towhey said he did 
not resign but his departure 
had not come as a shock to 
him. 

“The mayor and 1 spoke 
about it this afternoon,” Tow¬ 
hey said as reporters trailed 
him through the underground 
parking lot. Towhey refused 
to elaborate on the conversa¬ 
tion or say what advice he had 
given Ford about the alleged 
video. 

“My conversations with the 
mayor are between the mayor 
and me,” Towhey said. 

Last week, both the Amer¬ 
ican-based website Gawker. 
com and Torstar News Service 
reported they had seen — but 



not obtained — a video made 
by a drug dealer who was shop¬ 
ping it around for six figures. 

Gawker has been trying to 
raise $200,000 to buy and post 
the video, reaching more than 
$157,000 by Thursday evening.

Privacy policy. Official 
wants power to impose 
fines on big companies 


Canada’s privacy commis¬ 
sioner Jeimifer Stoddart says 
she’s tried naming and sham¬ 
ing some of the world’s largest 
companies, but it hasn’t really 
worked. So she wants to hit 
them on their bottom hnes. 

Stoddart wants Canada’s 
Federal Court to have the 
power to impose punishing 
penalties when organizations 
run afoul of privacy laws. 

Pointing to a record-high 
$22.5-milhon US fine levied 
against Google last year by the 
U.S. Federal Trade Commis¬ 
sion, Stoddart says there’s no 
reason Canada can’t be just as 


tough. 

“That kind of fine gets the 
attention of the organization 
the way my requests to change 
their practices and give us a 
report doesn’t,” says Stoddart. 

“I think that’s what’s need¬ 
ed. You need something to 
capture the attention of (com¬ 
panies about) the importance 
of Canadian regulation for 
operating in Canada with Can¬ 
adians’ personal information. 
It has to be significant enough 
so that investors, financial 
analysts and so on will go, 
‘Whoops, what’s happening 
here?”’ the Canadian press

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Breast cancer. Ont. researcher explains breakthroi^ 


The lead researcher of a West¬ 
ern University breast-cancer 
study says he has identified 
new hormones that “may sup¬ 
press breast cancer and stimu¬ 
late the regression of breast 
tumours.” 

Prof John P. Wiebe’s work 
was recently published in the 
Breast Cancer Research journal. 

“Basically, we’ve got the 
first explanation of what causes 
receptor-negative breast can¬ 
cer,” said Wiebe, who works in 


London, Ont. 

There are two types of breast 
cancer: Receptor-negative and 
receptor-positive. Receptor¬ 
negative cases, which Wiebe 
says have the higher mortality 
rate of the two, do not respond 
to hormonal therapies such as 
tamoxifen. That means patients 
are forced into chemo or radia¬ 
tion therapy immediately. 

Wiebe’s discoveiy, however, 
could turn the tide.

A 48-year-old man pleaded 
guilty Thursday to kidnap¬ 
ping, confining and sexually 
assaulting a 16-year-old boy at 
a cabin in rural Nova Scotia 
last fall. 

David James LeBlanc ap¬ 
peared in Nova Scotia Supreme 
Court in Bridgewater, where 
he entered guilty pleas to char¬ 
ges of kidnapping, forcible 
confinement, sexual assault, 
uttering threats and breach of 
conditions.

cause bodily harm — were 
withdrawn. 

“As a mother, 1 just wanted 
him to suffer,” the victim’s 
mother said outside court 
Thursday, her hands shaking. 

She said her son, who can¬ 
not be identified, is tiying to 
put the incident behind him, 
adding she was glad he doesn’t 
have to “rehve” the abuse 


through a trial. 

LeBlanc was charged after a 
woman reported in September 
that a barefoot teenager ar¬ 
rived at her doorstep in Upper 
Chelsea, about 130 kilometres 
southwest of Halifax, chained 
at his wrists and ankles. At the 
time, the RCMP said they be- 
heve the boy was held captive 
for 10 to 14 days before he was 
able to escape. 

LeBlanc also pleaded guilty 
Thursday to making and dis¬ 
tributing child pornography as 
well as sexual interference in 
a separate case involving two 
boys, aged five and two. 

Crown prosecutor Lloyd 
Tancock said the guilty pleas 
mean that what would have 
hkely been a lengthy trial with 
up to 20 witnesses for one case 
alone will now not go ahead. 
He said it also shielded the 
young victims from having to 
testify.

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Ukraine court cancels first gay-pride rally 


Ruling. Event was 
cancelled last year due 
to threats from far right 


A Ukrainian court on Thursday 
banned what would have been 
Ukraine’s first-ever gay pride 
demonstration, upholding a 
suit by city authorities, who 
argued the rally would disturb 


annual Kiev Day celebrations 
and could spark violence. 

The ruling dashed the 
hopes of Ukraine’s gay and 
lesbian community, who 
planned to use the event to 
fight discrimination and de- 
rogatoiy stereotypes of gays. 
Last year, organizers cancelled 
the event at the last minute 
when right-wing activists 
gathered at its planned loca¬ 
tion, intent on beating up the 


participants. Still, two leading 
activists were brutally beaten 
by radicals in subsequent 
weeks. 

While there is recogni¬ 
tion of gay-rights advances in 
much of the West, antipathy 
toward homosexuals remains 
strong in Ukraine and other 
parts of the former Soviet 
Union. Homosexuahty was a 
criminal offence in the U.S.S.R.

The charges are being laid 
against a chartered account¬ 
ant and two former employ¬ 
ees at the federal agency’s 
Montreal office. 

The RCMP announced

of thousands in bribes, in 
exchange for helping to 
hghten people’s tax loads. 

The Mounties said the 
men also used the money to 
corrupt employees work¬ 
ing under them. Thursday’s 
arrests were tied to alleged 
crimes that, according to the 
police, defrauded the govern¬ 
ment of $4.5 milhon.

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NASA views engine for 
asteroid-grab mission 



Rock collecting. U.S. 
space agency plans to 
fly humans to floating 
boulder as stepping 
stone to Mars mission 


Surrounded by engineers, 
NASA chief Charles Bolden in¬ 
spected a prototype spacecraft 
engine that could power an 
audacious mission to lasso an 
asteroid and tow it closer to 
Earth for astronauts to explore. 

Bolden checked on the 
progress Thursday, a month 
after the Obama administra¬ 
tion unveiled its 2014 budget 
that proposes $105 million 
US to jump-start the mission, 
which may eventually cost 
more than $2.6 billion. 

Engineers at the Jet Propul¬ 
sion Laboratoiy in California 
and Glenn Research Center in 
Ohio are developing a thruster 
that relies on ion propulsion in¬ 
stead of conventional fuel. 

Once relegated to science 
fiction, ion propulsion — 
which fires beams of electric¬ 


ally charged atoms to propel 
a spacecraft — is preferred for 
deep-space cruising because it’s 
more foel-efficient. 

During Thursday’s visit to 
the JPL campus, Bolden viewed 
an engineering model of the 
engine and peered through a 
porthole of a vacuum chamber 
housing the prototype. 

NASA is under White House 
orders to fly humans to an 
asteroid as a stepping stone to 
Mars. Instead of sending astro¬ 
nauts to an asteroid, as origin¬ 
ally planned, the space agency

A man charged in the alleged 
plot to attack a VIA Rail pas¬ 
senger train says he wants to 
be represented by a lawyer 
who will use the Qur’an as a 
reference in his case. 

“1 am agreed to have a law¬ 
yer,” Chiheb Esseghaier said, 
appearing in a Toronto court 
by video link from jail on 
Thursday. 

“But I wish this lawyer can 
co-operate with me, because 
1 need the holy book as ref¬ 
erence for my judgment. 1 
don’t want a book written by 
humans.” 

The 30-year-old Montreal 
man told court during an ear¬ 
lier appearance that he does 
not recognize the authority 
of the secular Criminal Code. 

Both Esseghaier and 
35-year-old Raed Jaser of To¬ 


ronto are charged with con¬ 
spiracy to murder for the 
benefit of a terrorist group, 
participating in a terror¬ 
ist group and conspiring to 
interfere with transportation 
facilities for the benefit of a 


terrorist group.

MOVIE. Richard, Vin Diesel 
has less personality than 
some of the cars. And Paul 
Walker must have been cast 
ages ago to make him look 
like a trained actor. The truth 
is. I’d watch these movies if 
they used crash test dummies 
in the leads. The pyrotechnics 
are dazzling and the cars are 
great to look at. Toward the 
end of the film there’s a stunt 
that’s so breathtaking it tran¬ 
scends the actors involved. So 
Diesel is as good as the film 
needs him to be. 

RC: I liked how every line he 
speaks sounds as though he’s 
dragging it through sand¬ 
paper. 

MB: If there were ever a guy 
who needed auto-tune, it’s 
Vin Diesel.

there, and if the stoiy’s good 
and the script’s good, people 
will see it.”
